A RESOLUTION finding, determining and 
ratifying an inducement resolution of 
the Fort Wayne Economic Development Com¬ 
mission authorizing the issuance and sale 
of $350,000.00 Economic Development Rev¬ 
enue Bonds of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, for the purpose of inducing the 
Applicant to proceed with the construction 
and equipping of the Project. 


WHEREAS, Fort Wayne, Indiana (the "Issuer") is authorized 
by I.C. 18-6-4.5 (the "Act") to issue revenue bonds for the 
financing of economic development facilities, the funds from 
said financing to be used for the acquisition, construction, 
and equipping of said facilities either directly or by loan 
to a company and said facilities to be either directly owned 
by a company or leased to a company or sold to a company; 
and 

WHEREAS, Country Roads, Inc. and D6n Ehlerding Kawasaki, Inc. 
(the "Applicant") has advised the Fort Wayne Economic Development 
Commission and the Issuer that it proposes that the Issuer acquire, 
construct and equip an economic development facility and sell or 
lease the same to the Applicant or that the Issuer loan the 
proceeds of such a financing to the Applicant for such purposes, 
said economic development facility to be a construction of an 
addition to and an adjoining parking lot for an existing com¬ 
mercial retail motorcycle and snowmobile dealership, including 
the machinery and equipment to be installed therein, to be 
located at 6119 and 6129 U.S. 30 East, in the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, on a tract of land containing approximately 64,640 
square feet (the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, Country Roads, Inc. and Don Ehlerding Kawasaki, Inc., 
each a corporation, will guarantee all bond payments, if necessary; 


and 
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WHEREAS, the diversification of economic development 
and increase in job opportunities ( 5 new jobs) to be achieved 
by the acquisition, construction and equipping of the Project 
will be of public benefit to the health, safety and general 
welfare of the Issuer and its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, having received the advise of the Fort Wayne 
Economic Development Commission, it would appear that the 
financing of the Project would be of public benefit to 
the health, safety and general welfare of the Issuer and its 
citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the acquisition and construction of the facility 
will not have an adverse competitive effect on any similar 
facility already constructed or operating in or about the area; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
finds, determines, ratifies and confirms that the promotion 
of diversification of economic development and job opportunities 
in and near Fort Wayne, Indiana, and in Allen County, is de¬ 
sirable to preserve the health, safety and general welfare of 
the citizens of the Issuer; and that it is in the public interest 
that the Fort Wayne Economic Development Commission and said 
Issuer take such action as it lawfully may to encourage diver¬ 
sification of industry and promotion of job opportunities in 
and near said Issuer. 

SECTION 2. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
further finds, determines, ratifies and confirms that the 
issuance and sale of revenue bonds in an amount not to exceed 
$350,000.00 of the Issuer under the Act for the acquisition. 
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construction and equipping of the Project and the sale or 
leasing of the Project to the Applicant or the loaning of 
the proceeds of such a financing to the Applicant for such 
purposes will serve the public purposes referred to above, in 
accordance with the Act. 

SECION 3. In order to induce the Applicant to proceed 
with the acquisition, construction and equipping of the Project, 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, hereby finds, 
determines, ratifies and confirms that (i) it will take or 
cause to be taken such actions pursuant to the Act as may be 
required to implement the aforesaid financing, or as it may 
deem appropriate in pursuance thereof, provided, that all of 
the foregoing shall be mutually acceptable to the Issuer and 
the Applicant; (ii) it will adopt such ordinances and resolutions 
and authorize the execution and delivery of such instruments and 
the taking of such action as may be necessary and advisable for 
the authorization, issuance and sale of said economic development 
bonds. 

SECTION 4. All costs of the Project incurred after the 
passage of this inducement resolution, including reimbursement 
or repayment to the Applicant of moneys expended by the Applicant 
for planning, engineering, interest paid during construction, 
underwriting expenses, attorney and bond counsel fees, acquisition, 
construction and equipping of the Project will be permitted to be 
included as part of the bond issue to finance said Project, and 
the Issuer will thereafter either sell or lease the same to the 
Applicant or loan the proceeds of such financing to the Applicant 
for the same purposes.

RESOLUTION OF THE FORT WAYNE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, (the "Issuer"), 
is authorized by I.C. 18-6-4.5 (the "Act") to issue revenue bonds 
for financing of economic development facilities, the funds from 
said financing to be used for the acquisition, construction and 
equipping of said facilities, and said facilities to be either sold 
or leased to another person or directly owned by another person; and 
WHEREAS, Country Roads, Inc. and Don Ehlerding Kawasaki, 
Inc., two Indiana corporations (the "Applicant") have advised the Fort 
Wayne Economic Development Commission and the Issuer that it proposes 
that the Issuer either acquire, construct, and equip an economic de¬ 
velopment facility and sell or lease the same to the Applicant or loan 
proceeds of an economic development financing to the Applicant for 
the same, said economic development facility to be an 11,000 square 
foot building for the retail sales and service of motorcycles and 
snowmobiles, including the real estate on which it is to be located 
at 6119 and 6129 U.S. 30 East, Fort Wayne, Indiana (the "Project"); 
and 

WHEREAS, the diversification of commercial activity and 
an increase in approximately 5 job opportunities with an annual pay¬ 
roll of $70,000.00 to be achieved by the acquisition, construction 
and equipping of the Project will be of public benefit to the health, 
safety and general welfare of the Issuer and its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, it would appear that the financing of the Pro¬ 
ject would be of public benefit to the health, safety and general 
welfare of the Issuer and its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the competitive effect of the acquisition and 
construction of the facility on any other similar facility already 
constructed or operating in or about Fort Wayne, Indiana has been 
examined by the Commission. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Fort Wayne Eco¬ 
nomic Development Commission: 


1. It finds and determines that the pro¬ 
motion of diversification of economic development 
and job opportunities in and near Fort Wayne, 

Indiana and in Allen County, is desirable to pre¬ 
serve the health, safety and general welfare of the 
citizens of the Issuer; and that it is in the public 
interest that this Commission and the Issuer take 
such action as it lawfully may to encourage diversi¬ 
fication of commercial activity and promotion of job 
opportunities in and near said Issuer. 

2. It further finds and determines that the 
issuance and sale of revenue bonds in an amount not 
to exceed $350,000.00 of the Issuer under the Act for 
the acquisition, construction and equipping of the 
Project and the sale or leasing of the Project to 
the Applicant or the loan of the proceeds of the 
revenue bonds to the Applicant for such purposes re¬ 
ferred to above, in accordance with the Act. 

3. In order to induce the Applicant to proceed 
with the acquisition, construction and equipping of the 
Project, this Commission hereby determines that (i) it 
will take or cause to be taken such actions pursuant 

to the Act as may be required to implement the afore¬ 
said financing, or as it may deem appropriate in pur¬ 
suance thereof, provided that all of the foregoing shall 
be mutually acceptable to the Issuer and the Applicant; 

(ii) it will adopt such resolutions and authorize the 
execution and delivery of such instruments and the 
taking of such action as may be necessary and advisable 
for the authorization, issuance and sale of said econ¬ 
omic development bonds. 

4. All costs of the Project incurred after the 
passage of this inducement resolution, including reim¬ 
bursement or repayment to the Applicant of monies ex¬ 
pended by the Applicant for planning, engineering, in¬ 
terest paid during construction, underwriting expenses, 
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attorney and bond counsel fees, acquisition, con¬ 
struction and equipping of the Project will be per¬ 
mitted to be included as part of the bond issue to 
finance said Project, and the Issuer will there¬ 
after either sell or lease the same to the Appli¬ 
cant or loan the proceeds of the revenue bonds to 
the Applicant for the same Project.
